In the T ransmltter 

The transmitter uses one 9V battery. 
For the best performance and longest 
life, we recommend a RadioShack al- 
kaline battery. 

1. Slide off the battery compart- 
ment cover in the direction of the 
arrow to remove it. 
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2. Put Q battery in the compartment 
according to the polarity symbols (+ 
and -) marked inside. 



3. Replace the cover and snap it shut. 

When the transmitter's range decreases, 
replace its battery. 

In the Shifter 

You can use four AA (either alkaline or re- 
chargeable Ni-Cd) batteries or one 6V bat- 
tery pack to power your car. 

Note: Be sure to fully charge/recharge Ni- 
Cd batteries before you use them. 

Warning; If you use alkaline batteries to 
power the car, they can get very hot. To 
keep from getting burned, wait a few min- 
utes after you stop using the Shifter be- 
fore you remove the batteries. 


1. Slide the Shifter's ON/OFF switch on 
bottom of the car to OFF. 



2. Use a small coin to turn the battery 
compartment cover's latch to OPEN, 
then remove the battery box. 


3. If you are using AA batteries, place them 
in the battery box according to the 
polarity symbols (+ and -) marked 
inside. Then turn the box over so the 
batteries face in toward the car and 
snap it into the battery compartment.

If you are using a 6V battery pack, place 
it in the battery compartment accord- 
ing to the polarity symbols (+ and -) 
marked inside. 

4. Turn the battery compartment latch 
away from OPEN to lock the compart- 
ment. 

If the Shifter runs slowly or not at all, re- 
place the alkaline batteries, or recharge 
the battery pack.

To help keep heat levels 
down, when your car's batteries run 
down, let the car cool at least 10 min- 
utes before installing new or newly 
charged batteries. 

• If the Shifter's motor runs but it does 
not respond to the transmitter, move 
closer to the Shifter and try again. 

• If the Shifter moves slowly, and you 
have installed freshly recharged bat- 
teries, check the wheel mechanisms 
for lint, thread, hair or dust.
